Jupiter Pluvius took a hand in Soccer 
affairs with a fervour that he so often 
reserves for the Queen’s Birthday holi- 
day, when rain pomed for the first day 
of the Philips Challenge Cup. 


With many matches rain-affected it was 
impossible to gauge the public's reception to 
the Philips Challenge Cup — a variation to 
the series which included top State League 
teams in recent years. 


The PSL looked to up to 50,000 first round 
spectators. Only 22,000-plus turned Laie 
Given good weather all-round crowds could 
have reached 35,000 in the aggregate. This 
would have been quite aceeuieble ‘on a long 
weekend in which all but four clubs had to 
double up on successive days. 


One point in favour of conducting the Cup 
is that most clubs are moving into an era 
when they have sufficient depth in their 
squads to meet the demands of an occasional 
crowded weekend and entertain the crowds. 


Fortunately most matches turned out to be 
hard fought encounters with plenty of skill 
on display. The Newcastle KB Raiders- 
Marconi Leopards game was a case in point. 


The mind would have had to po back man} 
yea to conjure up visions of a more thril- 
jing, usually clever and do-or-die encounter 
as that one. 


The quarter-finals have been set down for 
Wednesday, July 14. 

If the clubs and particularly their coaches 
pull their weight once again there will be 
more thrillers, which will continue to turn 
the Philips Challenge Cup with its $10,000 
prizemoney into a particularly valuable exer- 
cise for the sport.

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There’s a television commercial about “the quiet achievers”. 


Peter Stone definitely fits 
that bill. 

He is a skilful, total mid- 
fielder, who goes about his 
work with a minimum of 
fuss. 

If an Australian team 
was picked right now, he 
would have to be in line for 
selection — and that’s his 
ambition. 

“For a couple of years 
my form was not crash-hot, 
but I think I've paid the 
penalty,” he said. 

Stone was a member of 
that ill-fated 1977 squad 
which failed to go through 
to the World Cup Finals in 
Argentina — when every- 
one in Australia thought we 
had some sort of right to 
qualify after making the 
1974 Finals. 

He played in 10 interna- 
tionals from 1976 to 1978, 
as well as five other mat- 
ches for Australia, making 
his debut in ‘76 v Bologna 
in Sydney. He only played 
in half of the 12 World Cup 

ames in ‘77, but he 
finished thegeries dnaihigh 
note, even though the team 
didn’t. 

“T thought I had a pretty 
fair series in the World 
Cup,” he said, and he re- 
gards that time, in 1976 and 
"77, as the best period of his 
career. 

After the qualifying 

games, he played his last 
matches against Greece in 
1978, and in that year was 
named NSW Player of the 
Year. 
Out of the blue, he was 
called into a 22-man Au- 
stfalian squad in May 1981 
for the return match against 
New Zealand in Sydney, 
when the then national coa- 
ch Rudi Gutendorf was 
clutching at straws. 

A question quite often 
asked when looking back at 


the 1977 qualifying series is 
“what went wrong?”. 

Stone says: “A number 
of things were wrong then. 
There were a lot of little 
things, but the main one 
was we hit our peak a frac- 
tion early. I vividly re- 
member the Arsenal game, 
when we played some of 
our best football. We per- 
formed so well that people 
were saying ‘we'll qualify’. 

“Also our luck wasn’t in. 
We played all our home 
matches first, and we met 
Tran at home in only the 
second game of the cam- 
paign. They played defen- 
sively and we just couldn’t 
get through (Iran won 
1-0).” 

Peter, a schoolteacher, 
will be 30 when Australia 
starts out on the World Cup 
trek in 1985, and he may be 
the most suitable captain at 
that time. 

Born in Brisbane, Peter 

spent the first four years of 
his life in the northern capi- 
tal, before his family 
moved to Newcastle. There 
Peter played for Northern 
NSW at junior level, repre- 
senting the under 16s for 
two years in a row, being 
selected for the Combined 
High Schools side, and win- 
ning the Tasman Cup with 
his school. 
At 14 he played for 
NNSW Ul6s in a curtain- 
raiser to the 1969 Australia 
v Israel World Cup match, 
and present national coach 
Les Scheinflug praised his 
performance in that game. 

Stone linked with New- 
castle First Division club 
Adamstown Rosebuds at 
15, before making a move 
at 18 to the big smoke at 
the end of 1972 to join 
Western Suburbs in the 
Sydney First Division. 

As a junior, did he think 


he’d wind up playing for 
Australia? 

“You don’t actually

Sth Queensland led the 
way in responding with 76 
per cent of the State play- 
ers saying that they were 
prepared to become 
qualified coaches. The 
overall average was also 
well up with 63 per cent in 
agreement. 

Just over half the girls 
said that they would pre- 
fer the coaching course to 
be conducted for male 
and female teams, but, if 
the girls had to coach 
players, would they prefer 
to coach male players on- 
ly, females only or mixed 
classes? 

The response was 
varied with opinion 
divided. Just under half 
favoured mixed classes 
but the remainder was 
torn between an indiffe- 


rent attitude and coaching 
females only. 

On analysis, the ans- 
wers showed that there 
was a fair majority of play- 
ers showing interest in co- 
aching and wanting uni- 
versal qualifications (coa- 
ching men and women to- 
gether), but when the 

irls were asked whether 
they would prefer to be 
coached by a male or 
female coach, a resound- 
ing 60 per cent said that 
the sex of the coach did 
not matter. It can only be 
assumed from this that 
the coach's ability would 
take precedence of sex. 

When asked if they 
would attend a referee's 
course to become a 
qualified referee, opinion 
was split right down the 
middle with only NSW 
and Nth NSW being 
positive with their 
answers. 

Of those who Sen to 
take a course in whistling, 
a definite number said 
that they would prefer the 
course to be for people 
who would be prepared 
to referee senior men, 
and women and junior 
matches.

The age at which most 
girls in the State squads 
commenced playing Soccer 
will cause some eyebrows 
to be raised, particularly in 
some associations where 
very young girls have com- 
petitions arranged for 
them. 

The national average age 
was 14+. 

The average age of State 
players was then asked, wi- 
th Nth NSW providing the 
youngest team with an 
average just under 19 years 
old. This was followed by 
Sth Queensland with just 
under 20 years. Western 
Australia had the most 
senior players over 20. 

Tt was also interesting to 
note that the majority of 
girls playing in State teams 
had been playing Soccer for 
five years. 

The amount of training 
done by State girls will be 
an eye-opener to most 
coaches. The average dura- 
tion of a training session is 
two hours, with Western 
Australia training 2+ hours 
each period. 

The number of games 
played per week by the girls 
in various states averaged 
out at one game for just 
over 50 per cent of the 
players, and two games per 
week being played by 80 
per cent of the NSW girls. 

‘As a concluding ques- 
tion, the givls were asked if

LATE PENALTY 
SAVES GIANTS

Adelaide City grabbed a point with a last-gasp 
penalty for a 1-1 draw at Olympic Sports Field 
where Canberra had scored first — also with a 
penalty — in a match which was as dull and 
uninspiring as the gloomy wet weather. 

The only excuse City could offer for a 
mediocre performance was that centre back 
Neville Flounders was out suspended, Brian 
Northcote was ruled unfit with a groin injury, 
and Youth Socceroo forward Peter Rankin had 
to leave the field in the 18th minute when his 
suspect right knee gave out despite constant 
treatment right up until the day before the 


match - 

Coach Johnny Perin brouht in Chris Miller 
from the reserves for his first game this year, and 
Paul Shilabeer, only 18, came on in midfield 
when Rankin had to go off. Sergio Melta then 
went up to attack. 

Canberra could counter by saying that striker 
Tony Brennan had to play on one leg for most of 
the second half and could not be replaced as lan 
Purdie had already taken the field five minutes 
into the second half in place of Ian Stone. 

It was Purdie who broke the deadlock in the 
61st minute with a penalty when City midfielder 
Gary Marocchi handled in the home box. 


It looked all over for Adelaide until the 85th 
minute when Charlie Villani crashed in the 
Canberra box after colliding with George Chris- 
topoulos and Steve Milovanovic. 

Referee Robert Kerr pointed to the penalty 
spot and then flashed his yellow card at Gary 
Byrne as the Canberra defenders gathered 
round the official to protest. 

It certainly wasn’t a clear-cut penalty, but we 
can only take the referee's word that the spot- 


Johnny Nyskohus took the kick to level the 
score and then we saw more excitment in the last 
four minutes than we had seen all the game. 

However, in fairness to the players it must be 
said that the conditions were shocking. The 
ground was muddy in parts, sandy in others, and 
green but slippery in the corners. 

It was a day for the big strong men and 
Christopoulos, in the Canberra midfield, and 
Chris Minou for City, also a midfielder, plou- 

shed and barged their way into the action for the 
fall 90 minutes. 

Both goalkeepers came to the rescue in the 
first half when City’s Bobby Ferguson turned 
away a Gary Byrne shot for a corner when it 
looked like being a goal, and Steve Hoszowski 
went down on a Johnny Nyskohus side footed 
effort which had goal written all over it. 

But both keepers didnt have many direct shots 
to save. 
Canberra looked the more methodical team, 
and it was only stubborn defence by full-backs 
Bobby Russell and Bugsy Nyskohus and central- 
defending pair, Neil Banfield and Miller, that 


Banfield switched to midfield for City late in 
the game in an effort to split the Canberra 
midfield and defence, and three times made 
telling runs which the regular midfielders and 
forwards could not emulate. 


Gary Byrne and Ian Gibson, along with the 
crippled Brennan grafted hard for Canberra 
along with Christopoulos plus Purdie when he 
came on and Don Maclaren also caused havoc in 
the City defence. 

But it is obvious that even with Rankin fully 
fit and Flounders and Northcote back, City lack 
driving power in the middle of the park and a 
forward with a killer instinct.

| read with interest the article (ASW May 4) on 
junior Soccer in Victoria. 

In many respects | agree with most that was 
written, but as an interested parent and committee 
member, | would like to put forward my views. 

Firstly, in spite of the numbers on paper playing 
Soccer, | wish to point out there is a general down 
turn in the number of children in the population of 
Victoria. 

More importantly, there has been a major upsurge 
in sport of all descriptions. 

Any boy or girl today has a wide choice of some 
ten ball games to select. In other words they are all 
competing for the child’s leisure time. 

This brings considerable pressure on the parents, 
who may have two children playing different sports 
ten miles apart on the same day, so they try to 
influence the child to participate in a sport which 
will be more compatable to the other child or their 
own timetable. 

But here we also have the VFL, who are constantly 
up-dating their efforts to encourage youngsters to 
Aussie Rules. 

Almost unopeoes they have complete access to 
the press and TV, and when | say press this includes 
local regional papers. 

We have, as a club, enormous problems just 
trying to get our results in 

The brain-washing tactics in the schools, even in 
outer suburbs such as ours. At least two top VFL 
players regularly visit schools teaching boys the 
aH Is of the game and making kids feel part of their 
club. 

I mentioned previously players “On Paper”. Many 
clubs which are short of players update passports of 
players no longs playing in the hope they may be 
persuaded to change their minds. 

| feel boys are introduced to Soccer at too early an 
age. They last two or three seasons then go on to 
other sports. 

Our club has had difficulty La fod trying to 
retain U13 and U14 age-groups, and have failed to 
field an U15 or U16 squad for as long as I've been 
associated with the club (five years). 

We all know how vital these age Eo s are to any 
club. Last season the U14s were disbanded and U13s 
struggled through with 12 boys. This season’s U13s 
have only 11 players. We have some talented boys, 
but once their age group ils, they are lost to 
Soccer forever. So ‘QUALITY’ in itself is not enough. 

Now in Victoria we are faced with a diabolical 
draw in which some teams are expected to travel the 
85km to Geelong to play the two teams from that 
town in their new region. Imagine what that-does to 
the enthusiasm of the handful of dedicated parents 
and players. 

Yes we have problems in Victoria. May | suggest 
you publish a letter to clubs like ours and ask them 
their problems. You will most certainly find out 
what's wrong with junior Soccer in Victoria. | firmly 
believe most writers do not know what goes on in, 
the struggling club, such as ours, nor do they want 
to.

That was coach Harry Noon’s plan of attack for Ku- 
ring-gai’s.2-0 away win over lowly Parramatta City 
in First Division.
